HERE is no way to determine the 

worth of a nation, or ftate but by the 
revenue it is able to produce, without af- 
feéting its real worth or property ; which 
depends, ina great meafure, on a variety 
of incidental or local circumftances, that 
can never be fairly accounted for; and 
therefore, were it pollible to afcertain the 
geal value of each of the fates, and charge 
the national! expenditures on them, on that 
principle, it would at leaft be unequal, if 
mot unjat; becaule, the ways and means 
they may have to raile their proportionate 
quotas, may be eflentially different. Two 
ef our flases may, in the opinion of well in- 
formed judicious men, be of equal real value, 
and yet, one be able toraife twice as much 
as the other, and withas little prejudice to 
its real intereit; merely (it may be) on ac- 
count of its being fo fituated, as to accumu- 
late a greater (hare of national, external ad- 
vantages; which advantages! of what kind 
foever, being promoted and fecured at the 
joint expence of che United States fhould 
therefore, be improved for, and applied to 
the equal benefit of the whole. 

Admitting however, that 2 juft proporti- 
en, according tothe real value of the fates 
eould be atcertained ; yet, the fame diflicul- 
ties will arife among their reipedctive inhab 
itants. To charge the neceflary annual 
quotas on the people in the uiual method, 
would inevitably rain the greaieft part of 
the inhabitants. For fome years paft they 
have paid to the extent of their abilities, 
and yet have fell {hort more than three fourths 
of the requifite amount J, 
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t A Gentleman of confideration, and pro- 
perty (i prefume) in the State of Conneéti- 
evt, hath in his late publications, {tated the 
amount of taxes, which he fuggefts, has been 
paid by the State, in the corre of the lai 





Many, very many, whofe bills of taxa- 
ble eftate amount to a very confiderable fum, 
are, with ali their induftry and frugality, 
fearcely able to keep the bailiffs frem the 
door. Te diftrefs andeven ruin fuch, while 
the fame proportion does not affect the rich 
and opulent, is a moft opprefive mode of 
fupperting the public, and an effectual means 
of introducing an ariftocracy. To levy a 
tax on real property, has indeed the ap- 
pearance of juitice and equality, becaule, it 





fix years; which including the impof and 
excife amounts, if I remember right, te 
near 1,300,000.—This fum is fuppoted to 
be greater, than any other nation (in pro- 
portion tothe number of inhabitants im Con- 
necticut) ever hath, or can pay. 

As I am not in acapacity to fay much, with 
re{fpect io the revenue ef the State of Con- 
necticut, with accuracy and certainty, hall 
enly oblerve here, that when we contfider, 
that the taxon eontinental Bills, is compu- 
ted to have been paid in at a depreciation 
ef forty tor one, but that in fact, the de- 
pseciation was, at that time, from feventy 
two, to one hundred and eight for one, and 
the tax paid at thofe rates.—When we con- 
idder, that the principal amount of all the 
other taxes, was payable in public fecurities, 
of various denominations, and. at various 
rates of depreciation.—And when we con- 
fider, that there are large ballances ftill due 
on thoie taxes, we have reafon to fappofe, 
fo much money in fpecie, or fpecie value, 
hath aot inreality, been paid by the inhab- 
itant: of the State. It is evident however, 
that in the prefent mode of taxation, no 
more could have been colletted. 

But, if fo much money hath really been 
colle ted from the people, a queftion of fome 
coaliderable conlequence arifes in the minds 
of of the people, what is become of it? Fa: 
they have no account of any public debts 
being paid; nor do they find themielves a- 
ny way exonerated, by the payment of jo 
large a tua. 





fuppofes a man worth a thoufand pounds 
will pay ten times as mnch, as him, who is 
worth but an hundred, but in its operation, 
nothing can be mereoppreflive. The prin- 
ciple is wrong, and no natioa exifling car 
be fupported on it *. 





* The gentleman before quoted, ftrenuowily 
urges the excellency of the mode of taxatica 
in Connecticut, and the preference it hath, 
te all other modes of raifing a revenue, on 
account of its equality. —To which I would 
obferve, that if the inhabitants were poflel! 
ed of property equally alike, it would, in- 
difoutably, operate with perfect equality. 
Before the war, the expences of the State 
were fo trifling, that whether it was equal, 
Or not, no perfon felt it; but fince the ex- 
pences of the public are large, and feit by 
every perfon, and fince all perfons do not 
pefiefs property alike, the equality of the 
rule can be determined oa/y, by the effedis 
it hath in its eperation, on the peeple, in 
their different c¢ircumftances. By this we 
find, that the opulent ean pay their taxes, 
and fupport their families, iome decently, 
fome aiiluently, and fome luxurieufly ; and 
befides this, increafe their property annual- 
ly. But, that the poor farmer, day labour- 
er, and mechanic, who might juit make out 
a living, without any extraordinary burden, 
are by this mode, reduced to great neceili- 
ties inthe article of living, and are necefii- 
tated to let their property be taken from 
them, and foid for trifling confideratiens, 
to pay their taxes; and finaily, many of 
them are obliged to go out of the flate, to 
feek a place. where they can enjov the fruits 
of their labour in a greater degree, than 
they could here. In addition to this, the 
great advantages given to Colledtros by law, 
over the property of the people, greatly 
augments the-oppreffion. If fuch inftanees 
of harthip and inconvenience were few, and 
rarely known, they would be {carcely “Wor- 
thy of notice. We might in fucha cafe, 
conciude the rule or mode of taxation was

But, when we confider the leag 
Lis of names, with which ali the News-pa- 
pers in the State, are. weexly crouded, for 
three years pat, nocifytag, taat io mach of 
their laads, wouid be fold at public vendue, 
a: would pay their taxcs, and charges arifing 
thereon ; we have every reafon to cenclude, 
that taere is eflential defect, with regard to 
the equality of iupplying the treafury. 
Aad therecore, untill | tee f much of the 
faads, of the wea::dy mena of tae State, ad- 
vectied for falé at veadue, as will pay téeir 
taxes &ec. 1 fhall continue to tiliak, that 
however equa. the mode may be, as it ref- 
posts propersy, it is excremely unequal, as 
it celpetts redividuais. tis pollivie, iome 
material ameadmeat might be made, wita 
respect to this mode. But, if /ach an a- 
Meadmeat cannot be made, as will 
draw tne priacipal parc of the money the 
pu dlic reqaires, fromthe wealiby, and ina 
great meaiure free the poer and induffrious 
pact orthe co.nmunity, trom the burthea of 
taxation, ifce no way to prevent, a very con- 
fiderabie part of the people being ruined, 
their licle property failing into the hands 
of the rich, and confequentiy, the introduc- 
ctoa and eftablifhment of an ariitoeracy. 

Ali nations have found it impracticable to 
raife as miacn money, by a tax on real pro- 
perty, as they haye tound necefiary to an- 
fwer their purpofes, at many times, if not 
always; and therefore, they have had re- 
courie to external taxation, or a tax on the 
impertation of foreign commodities. In do- 
ing this they have generally two objects in 
view, the one, to put it out of the power of 
th: peop'e, in general, to make ule of fo- 
reign productions, and lay them ander the 
neceflity of tupplying their wants, by their 
own induttry; and the other to draw money 
from the opulent, who can mage ule of fo- 
reign faperfiaities and luxuries, at advanced 
prices, without @ ienfidle injury to their per- 
ional intereits ; And for the fame reaion, 
they have often laid heavy duties on f{uper- 
fiuous property. By fuch methods, they 
have e:ther dire&tly, or eventually raifed 
large furs from the opulent, which it would 
have been impracticable to have done, by 
the mode of taxation, adopted in mot of 
the States, in the itate of Conné¥icut in par- 
ticular. 

"he debts of the United Statesare great, and 
the paymnet of them mui, in the moft eafy and 
eligible methods, be burdeniome to the peo- 


ple, AudI conceive it tw bea matier of 





poand: efate, comparatively with the ut- 
mo prudence ani indutiry cannot fupport 
a tamuy with decency, while the man ofa 
thouiand poands property, may, not only 
fupporc his famtly efluentiy, but add a hun- 
dred pounds to his ettate annually ; fuch a 
min tuerctore, cal pay a hundred pounds to 
to the public as ealy as the other nothing. 

‘Dae inoit eligible meinod by which a na- 





great confequence to the happinefs of the 
people, that the molt ealy methods thould be 
devifed and adopted, tor the fapport of go- 
vernment, and the payment of the public 
debt ; and a firi& rule ot economy obierved 
in che public expenditures, 

Ido not pretend to be 10 weil acquainted 
with cae tubjeét, as to give a politive opi- 
nidn, with reipe& to the beft methods of 
diicnarging the puviac deat, but f have 
thougat, whether, ifan impoft was grant- 
ed to Congrefs, (to be managed ascircum- 
flances might require)together with all the 
an'ocated ‘ands, they would not be a feffici- 
eat depoiist for the fecurity of all the pub- 
lic debts, foreign and domeffic, were they 
funded together. Ifit fhould be found that 
they were fuificient, and the public debts 
funded accordingly, I apprehend, that aii 
the creditors of tae United ftates, would be 
perfectly iatisfyed, the ftates relieved trom 
many perplexities, and the people freed 
from many burdens. 

‘There is one fpecial reafon, which appears 
to ue to be a conclufive one, why the unlo- 
cated lands fhould be confidered as continent- 
al property, and not the property of individa- 
al States; which is, that they are an ace 
quifition, by the joint eflorts, and at the 
joint expence of a// the States. No man 
can claim a property upon fiirer pretenfions, 
nor upon mere legal grounds; and there- 
fore, i can fee no realon, why they thould 
not be given up to the United States, and 
applied to the payment of their debts. Whe- 
ther thefe lands, together with an impott 
would be fufficient, to fund all the Conti- 
nental debts, 1 cannot determine ; So far 
asf am capable of judging, I fhould fup- 
pofe they would, and indeed much more ; 
For, with refpect to the lands,. itis manifeft, 
if a foederal government was once efablifh- 
ed, and the frontiers well fecured, they 
would rife m value, at arapid rate ; anditis 
obvious to all, that an impoft, may be judi- 
cioufly laid, without being, intolerably bur- 
denfome. So thaton the whole, it appears 
to me, thatthe continental debts might be 
fufficiently funded, and finaily paid, in me- 
thods more eafy and eligible, than any which 
have, asyct, been adopted, 
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tio cag be fupported ; or, the purpo”< of 
the ilates aaiwered, is by a tax oni«ete, 
which the exper encé of all nations have prow 
ved to a deimonitration. Of all the other 
modes of taxation it has the preterence, 
begaule it requires money from thofe who 
have it, and who inthis way would pay it 
with freedom. It thould not therefore, he 
laid inditeriminately on ali kind of goods, 
for that would deflioy one of its molt eflenti- 
al purpoies.——Articles of importation may 
be clafied under three denominations viz. 
articies of luxury and fuperfiuity, thole of 
common and general ule, and fuchas are 
of real and univerfal neceflity.x—The frit of 
which, fhould be charged with a high dery, 
becaufe thofe oniv, who are of ablicies wiil, 
or, ought to make ule of them. The great 
and uareftrained coatumption of fuch articles 
in the time of the war, when they were at 

enormous prices, prove that people will grat- 
ify theirtafle, (at leat} ac faras their purf- 

es will admit. The tecond thouid be tax- 

ed, yet, fo as not to prevent their gereial 

ufe; bat the third fhould be freed from du- 

ties —And with regard to exports, I can fee 
no 1eaton, why they thouid in all cafes be 

exempt from a duty, though fmail, it would 

be an auxiliary aid, and very juiily charge- 

able on thofe foreigners, (efpecially) who in 

like manner, charge our trade with a dirty, 

I admit however our own merchants fLould 

be an exception.

Mr. Davenport. Thedetermination of the 
preient queition may be important,; it is 
certainly a ierious time as it refpetts gov- 
ernment; much has been faid on the fub- 


ject, but I cannot refrain from offering my 


fentiments upon it. ‘The gentlemen or- 


poled to fending delegates to the conventi- 
on, fay that the articles of confederation 
need no revifion—that they are fully ade- 
quate to the oy st for which they were 
intended ; this amounts to a declaration 
that we want mo federal government, for 
what power has congrefs now? they have 
it is true the power of demanding moncy, 
bui have they power of coliecting it? ‘L hecom 
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du% of this houfe in treating with negle&, 
if not with contempt, their requifitions, 
determines that they have not. Befides, 
1s tuis agre:aie to the fentiments of this 
aff mbiy, ciave they not heretofo. 2 by their 
afts'given additional powers to Coogreis? 
by granting them the impoft and the right 
i regulating trade? and was¥here uot been 
a.great clamour ag int New-York for net 
granting the fame additional authority to 
Cougreis, and nave not fome gentiemen ia 
fa& urged that meafures ovgt to be taken 
to cOerce it, when at the same time the re- 
gvirements of Congrefs, made by virtue of 
tue confederation, weve refuied to be com- 
plicd with by us. But view chis diipute— 
What weuld uave been the coat-quesces of 
a difunion in the late war? Was not all 
the fleength of the United States neceMary ? 
acd that too when the requifitions of Con- 
pres vere moft critically attended toandob. 
f{.rved, when they were of more ‘orce than 
Jaw—and we may be acder the neceflity of 
this unite® force hereafter But is 
not en eficicat national government necef- 
fary to pre‘erve peace between the ftates ; 
their interefts are iu fome meatfure oppoled, 
and contentions may eaGly arile when this 
is the caic, unleis there is a controuling 
power, 

Some oertlemen are afraid of the mea- 
fives which the foothern ftages my wilh to 





adoro ond av the nature of their governments 
and their feelings are more de!poric than 
Ours—ts ths the cafe? have not they rua 
ico the extremes of denoracy ? Georgia, 


the moftfouthern Mote, 1s as muea infinenced 
by fuch principles as any, has by her con- 
flitacien: prov ided that no perion thall be 
elected coverncr two years fucceilively. 


“Some of the other *ates have mode provi- 


fions not very diffirvilar; ‘the gentlemen 
who were jn congreis at the time of traming 
the confederation, and who afiilted in that 
bufinefs, were purely republican. I would 
stk, is it likely we thall never be diiturbed 
from abroad? Why are additional troops 
ordered out to Canada? belfides, we are 
otficia ly in ormed that there is 2 profpect of 
trouble from the weftern fertlers, and the 
treaty which is on foot with Spam. and 
which is difrelithed by fome of the itates, 
may be a means of creating a neceffity ef 
wnion and united ftreneth. 

I his. convention was firtt propoted to re- 
medy the evils arifing from the embarraff- 
ments of our trade. This is an obiett we 
have mach at heart; IT am glad the iouth- 
ern flates are alarmed, that they wh to 
confolidate the anion ; 
federal meafures, their interefts 
fed to trade regulations—! 
may be effected by this cen- 
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vention, and that we may fend delegates. 

Mr. Hopkins faid he iad veiy little to 
expc& from the propoted convention, yet ne 
concluded by feying he fhowid be for the 
meafure cut of compliment to the filter 
ftates. 

Mr. Welton wa-in favour of fendirg, 
becaufe according to preient appearances, 
and unlefs tome alterations take place, the 
union will foon be entirely at an end. 

Mr. Chauncey. Iam for fending mem- 
bers to the convention; but I am antici- 
paied by the geaticmen who have gone be- 
foe me—they have left little to be urged 
oo the iubject. | have not before this feftion 
been lionored with a feat in this |oule; but 
being often a ipettator in the gallery, I 
have conitantly heard complaints that con- 
greis had not power enough—that th:s ftate 
had large demands againtt the United {tates 
—that it Congrcis had power to regulate 
trade and eltabiith a fyitem of revenue, we 
might be paid, or at leatt know what was 
due tons, IT have often heard it urged that 
alithe evils we see: were for want of aweil 
reculcred federal wovernment; we have 
fometiing to hope and nothing to tear from 
the federal convention. Sut l will not de- 
tain the houte, the reafons for fending de. 
legates are too many and too obvieus to 
efcape our *e@ ice. 

Col. Hinman was in favour of fending 
and expreiled his approbation oj the meca- 
jure.

Newport, May 10, 
¥ ~EDNESDAY May2d both houtes of 
afiembly convened in this town, ag- 
reeab:, to the confti ution, for the eleétion 
of officers for the year eniuing. From the 
return of proxies tor general officers, it ‘ap- 
peared, thata great change was effected 1a 


the Upper Hevte, and the Delegates to ° 


Conrgreis. Thoie who had in any inttaece 
oppoied, or difiented from, the proceedinns 
of the late admimiftration, were iuperieded 
by the avciwed partizans of their favorite 
fyfiem. In the lower houfe, the divifion was 
nearly as the lagt vear. 

The aflemblv being thus organized, ad- 
journed to Truridav, to give opportunity to 
arrarge the bufinets of the feflien. 

Tits arraneemert was made in a corven- 
tion held on Wedneiday eveniag, couiiting 
Oi .uch members of affembly and private 
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charafters, as, toufe the expreffion of an 
honourable member, were as goed frierds to 
the caufe as ever broke bread; and it was 
foon announced to the public, that only fuch 
of tle former officers would be re-eleGied, as 
were well affected to the pefént meafures. 
In purfuance of this plan, new candidates, 
unacquainted with the rouiine of their pro- 
pofed offices, were oppofed to the mof faith- 
tuland repatable officers ; whole only crime 
was their not deeming it juitice to pay a re- 
al debt with nominal vatue. The decifon 
of the legifiature upon thele oppodtions, ful- 
ly ¢vinced the influence of conventions, and 
the banetul confequences attendant upoa 
party divifions in a republican govera- 
ment. 

The arrangement of militia officers not 
being made, it was referred to the next 
fetiion. 

A great divifion took place in the cor- 
vention in the nemination of the fupreme 
Juticiary,———the judgment given by tie 
late court, reiating to the operation of a 
penal law, gave greatofience to the leading 
characters ; and as they declined making 
confeffions to the convention, a new court 
was warmly contended for; but difagreeine 
inthe arrangement, they obta'ned a vote cf 
koth houfes of aflembly on Friday, for poit- 
poning the appointment till the next ieffion. 
Buton Saturday morning theelettion of the 
court was re-ailamed (1¢ having been pre- 
vioully agreed in cokvention te continue the 
chiet judge, and appotst four new judges) 
and they were accordingly eiected. After 
the eieétion of officers, the attention of the 
houfe was calied to the reportefthe commit- 
tee on pabiic letters, and the mction made 
atthe Jatt iefion, ter the appointment of de- 
legates to the Convention at Philadelphia, 
was re-aflumed, and urged with juch terce 
of reafon and eloquence, as cbtained a ma. 
jority in the lower houfe ef two ; but it was 
rejected in the upper houie by a majority of 
four, and no appointment teok place. The 
Committee alfo reperted for confideration, 
thecircular letter of Congreis, recommend. 
mg a general aét to be paiied by each flate 
for repealing all acts that may be repugnant 
to the treaty ef peace with his Britannic 
Majefty. A general and defultery conver- 
fation took place on this queition without en- 
tering on any partrcular violation of the trea- 
ty alluded te: the leading members however 
manifetted their difapprobation of the mea. 
jure, by alledging. that they knew of no act 
exilting in thisftaie repugnant to the treaty. 
By this, it feems, they did wot acknowledge 
the torce of the obtervation made by con- 
greis, ** thet the -udges im general avere men . 
of charadter and learning, and feel as well as 
(MOwW 16 Obligations of office, and the Vaine 
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ef reputation, and there evas me reafon te 
dcubt thet tbeir conda® and jndgenent relative 
to shee, as well as olber judicial matters, 
cvould b¢ avi/e anduprighi.”’ Tt was agreed 
torefer the further difcudlion of this fabjed 
to the next fefiion. 

A requef trom the delegates, for a fupply 
of money,” engroled much of the time of the 
hoafe : the committce who had a grant of 
esol. paper, at the laft fedion, to realize 
for the delegates, informed the heule that 
they had excvanged ic at 6 for 1. It avas 
obferved in juftifcation of their condud, that 
the perion who exchanged this money was 
obliged the next day to exchange it to his 
lofs at 7 for 1. This report difpleafed 
jome leading members, as it was virtually 
acknowledging a depreciation, which is in- 
compatible w.th the money being a tender 
atpar. A grant was finally made for 1ool. 
currency to each delegate. It was the fcufe 
ofthe houfe not to continue the delegates in 
congrefs during the fitting of the conventi- 
On ; as it was not probable there would be a 
Conzrefs ; andof this the delegates were to 
be immediately informed. An aé& paffed 
granting to the governor, as a perquilite, 
the office of intendant of trade within this 
fate, and placing it under his fole direétion. 

Saturday evening, 8 o’clock, a mutila- 
ted foldier, after waiting the ieflion, had a 
hearing of his petition, wherein he related 
to the Houle, that confiding in the engage- 
ments of government to pay him five dol- 
lars per month as am invalid, he had marri- 
ed, and had a wife and two young children 
te fupport ; that his wages being now paid 
him in paper, were very inadequate for pro- 
viding a fubfift nce ; that agreeable to their 
late directions, he had applied te the town- 
council of Portsmouth, where he belonged, 
fer neceflaries, and they afforded him none, 
but referred him te a page im the old law- 
book, where provifion was made for invalids 
ta the French war; that he, wath his wile 
and little ones. had fubfifted for fome time 
en potatoes the fruit of his labour: But, a- 
las! this refouree now failed them, and he 
aad the remaining alternative of the affitt- 
ance of that hon, aflembly, or a wretched 
flate of beggary. This pitiable obje@ was 
hobbling with his cratehes on one jeg, with 
tattered garments, and santern jaws, a me- 
lancholy proof of the truth of his narration. 
The feelings of the fpeftators were fenSbly 
affefted.—A leading paper money member 
arofe and faid, Mr. Speaker, if you have 
buiinefs of no greater importance we can 
foon adjourn, as provifion is made already, 
and nothing further can be done.—But, to 
the honour of the minority, they ftood forth 
the advocates for juftice, for gratitude, and 
for hgmanity ; they conceived the applica. 





tion to be of the utmo% moment; it was, 
whether a foldier, who lad fought and bled 
.fpr us, fheuld perith in the freet, or be 
jufily paid his ftipend ; that the provifion re- 
ferred to, was oftenfibly made under the 
‘uygeition, that the invalids were a diflelate 
and drunken fet of men; while the real rea- 
oa was, that an additional grant would 
acknowledge the money had depreciated. 
This boatted provition is only a recommend- 
ation to the town councils to fupply them 
with necefiaries, and the amount fhould be 
allowed outofthe firit fpecie continental tax. 
The towns, therefore, are not, nor can- 
not be obliged to fupply them; and by the 
prejentinitance, we are convinced they wiil 
not doit. They obferved, that we were 
unjuit in charging the United States 5 ipecie 
coilars per month paid to invalids, while 
in fa@t we paid them only 5 paper ones, e- 
qual to 5 eights of adollar. The houfe was 
called, and reje€led the petiticn by a large 
majority.

ADVANTAGE of PUBLIC CREDIT. 


N_ Great-Britain their commerce am- 
ounts annually to feveral hundred mil- 
lions ; their national debt arifes to near two- 
hundred millions of money: and yet, ac- 
cording tothe opinion of every learned and 
accurate financier, the legal coin in that if- 
land never at any one time exceeds twenty- 
four millions of potinds fterling money. ‘The 
refidue of the medium of commerce is credit 
fo wellefabiithed, that it aniwers all the 
purpoies of money. This credit is raiied 
upon the faith of government, and a conie- 
quent firmly eflablifhed confidence between 
manand man. ‘They are well affured that 
the funds pledged for the payment of parti- 
cular ipecies of Jebts, will never be appro- 
priated to other purpofes; they know that 
the government confiders appropriated funds 
not as the property of the public, but as the 
facred property of the creditors of the flate. 
And that the government has no higher av- 
thority to violate thefe appropriations, than 
it has to take any other property belonging 
toa private fubjeét. The creditors of gov- 
ernment there confider the nation as their 
banker, and count upon the debt due, as 
good property, aflignable, or defcendible.

An en- 
thu ftaftic love of liberty iaduced them to lord (heir 
money te the public. .Theloan offic: cu tificates 
are ftill in the hands of the original «}cnders—we 
are Laund therefore by every tie of juftice and ho- 
nor to make paymnet. Such repeated delays are 
cithoneft. It has not been the praétice of this ftate 
to lay and col’-@ taxes immediately. -Wecan lay 
a tax now and make it payable in the fall. This 
will be telling pubiic creditors, that we mean to 
pay them. ‘This will be doing fomething towerds 
relieving thofe widews and orphans, whofe al! has 
been lent to the country. In fome ef the neigh- 
boufing ftates, they have funded the public debt; 
they have paid the intereft, they have begun to do 
juitice. 

Col. Burrall.. As to what has been objedted to my 
conduét, I appeal to the members of this houfe if I 
have net uniformly. been in favourof the continental 
impoft. There is a-diftin€@ion between the foicisn 
and domefticdeht : but the ge clemen in their ar- 
guments haveblended them together, If the proyo 
fed tax is not to be paid until next O@ober, 1 tink 
we ought not to lay i: until then. Thele public te- 
curities ought not to appreciate, this would be at- 
tended w'th as much injuftice as their depreciation. 
As to laying a fmal! tax, and making partial pay- 
ments, this would not be complying with tbe re- 
quifitions; Congrefs would mot accept of it. We 
muft pay the whole ten-pence on the pound, or no- 
thing. But we cannot coile& the penny-half-penny 
tax, for the Support of civ] government; certainly 
then we cannot comply with the requifitions. The 
convention ‘is to devile ways and means for the Con- 
grefstoget money. I think it beft to poftponethis 
fubic& until next O@obe-. We intend to be honeft 
and pay all; butthe public creditors muft have pa- 
tience with us for the prefent. The civil lift tax 
mutt be laid at this feffions. 

Mr. Hopkins. Every member of this houfe has a 
right to offer his fentiments freely. Refpetabie 
members of this houfe have here‘ofore voted againit 
granting the impoft to Congrefs. Gen. E. Wol- 
cot, Gen. Wadiworth, and Mr. Hillhoufe voted ag- 
ainft it; and, Ibelieve, from principles of liberty. 
We have not yet gone far enough to now how much 
is due to the continental treafury. We ouglit to 
confult the things which make for peace 5 we fhould 
preferve contiftency of character. We ought to exa 
mine further, and know, as far as poffible, how the 
matter flands. We ought to publith the ftate of 
fa@is, that the people at large may be fatisfied. For 
us to declipe going into an inveftization, would not 
be treating the rogpifition: of Congrefs with proper 
refpect. 

Col. Wadfworth. Wein this fate have nothing 
to boaft of with refpeé to granting the impoit to 
the United States. At anearly period congrefs 1¢ 
commended it to the ftates to grant the five per cent 
impoft, and fupplementary funds, to anfwer thofe 
exigencies of the union, for which the impoft fhould 
not be fufficient. After naving refufed the impoit 
feveral times, we aticngth granted it, but Aill reiu- 
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fed to erant the fupplementary funds, The impog 
was calculated bigh, according to th. importations 
abcut the clofe of the war, whenimpertations were 
much larger than at prefent: . And even then it was 
fuppofed that the impoft would not anfwer all the 
cerands on the continent, but that fupplementary 
funds would be reyuifite. Pennfyivania bas adopt :d 
the whole, the impoit and the fuppleimentary funds. 
But we have adopted only that part which pleafed -i¢ 
and declined the othet part; fo that we have nothing 
to boaftof with refpe&t to our compliance with the 
recommendations of Congrefs. ‘This pln of refu- 
fing to enable congrefs to perform the proniifes made 
on thepart of the public to public creditors is a piece 
ofcrucl injuftice. It has reduced many perions and 
families in this fiate to diftrefs and ruin. To menti- 
cn ope inflance, [know of one family ;° the father 
fellin the caufe of Lis country ; aimoft the whole 
of his property was put into the continent i] loan-of. 
fice. i here is nogfiing leit to his widow and chiid- 
ren, but a decayed houfe ready to falt upon their 
heads. They once hida handiome living 3 but by 
the delays oP the public, they are reduced to a de- 
pendence upon thcir friends for a daily fubfiftance. 
An unfortunate clergyman, who had put the whole 
of his proyerty into the loan office, applied to the 
afiembiy for relief. Ashe fat in the gallery, look- 
ing to this howie for juftice, his pale and melan- 
cholly counten.nce impreffed upon our minds the 
neceffities of his civcurmftianees.. Yet we did not 
grant his petition. Swuel: are the calls upoa us 
from thofe who have lent their all to the public. I 
am with Col. Semour for urgng a fettlement of our 
accounts with the United Srates While each ind, 
vidual in the Mate is attending to his private bufineis, 
and gains, we ought all to bé willing to bear the 
public burdens with patience. But to keep delaying 
from one Affembly to another, is in ¢fe@ to d- 
that we will noc pay atali. As to the weftcra 
lands about which the gentlemen have faid % 
much, little is to be expstted from them. ‘1} cy 
will co little more than pay for locating and ¢ 
fending them againft the Indians. 
had as lief have fo many acres of the weftern octal, 
as of the weftern lands.--I do not obje& againtt re 
ferring this matter to a conmittee; but I do ob- 
je@ againft poftponing it to the next feffions of the 
Affembly.
